MEMORANDUM FOR: Assistant Legislative Counsel 
SUBJECT : Be 920 - Amendment to the Communications Act 


1. I have reviewed the correspondence you forwarded to me on thi 
subject and offer the following comments: 


a. This bill, if passed, can be of some minor technical value 
to thie Office. Many of our personnel ore emateur radio enthusiasts. 
Under present regulations when no security problem exists, and the 
host country permits, we grent permission to our ‘personnel to 
establish end operate emateur radio stations. In this fashion the’ 
Office obtains the benefits of proficiency which this operation 
provides. 


b. In 1962 corvespondence from the Department of Justice, 
comments are made regarding possible subversive actions which 
technically qualified personnel could perform to disrupt or confuse 
national security actions. Following these comments the Department 
of Justice concludes that since the subject of this Legislation is 
not of primary responsibility to. them they make no recormendation 8s 
to ite enactment. 1963 Department of Justice correspondence refers 
to this earlior exchange. 


e. FCC offers no objection in principle to this bill and the 
Department of State offers no objection from the standpoint of 
foreign relations. . 


2. I have talked with Mr. James Angleton of the CT Steff, pb/P and 
sought hia views. As of the time of our telk he hed not made a judgment on 
‘ this matter and indicated he intends to offer his comments directly to yous 
As a consequence, these comments will represent only the Office of — 
Communications.» \ 


3. In view of the facts available to this Office, it would appear 
snat CTA has no meaningful reasons for supporting the bill or recommending 
STATINTL against its passage. It ia therefore recommended thet the Agency position 
on this matter be that of not objecting or actively supporting. - ,
